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Refusal by 
council to

COUNCIL chiefs have re¬ 
fused to investigate con¬ 
troversial geese culls in 
Sandwell parks - and have 
not ruled out future culls. 

The Save Our Sandwell 
Canada Geese campaign 
called for the investigation 
into the culling of Canada 
geese between 2013 and 
2014. More than 4,000 cam¬ 
paigners signed a petition. 

The council’s Health and 
Neighbourhoods Scrutiny 
Committee has recom¬ 
mended a policy document 
be sent for consultation, 
but has refused to formally 
recommend against future 
culls, despite previously say¬ 
ing it would review the use 
of lethal control methods. 

Save Our Sandwell Can¬ 
ada Geese spokesman Ian 
Carroll said: “They will not 
give us a straight answer. 

“The original cull was 
carried out because of fears 
about public safety but they 
have not provided any proof 
that these geese were dan¬ 
gerous.” 

The culls were carried out 
at parks in West Bromwich 
and Smethwick. Sandwell 
Council endorsed the culls 
due to concerns over the 
health of park visitors. 

Councillor Paul Sandars, 
chair of the scrutiny board, 
said: “We considered the 
petition and decided no fur¬ 
ther action be taken with 
regards to it.” 

Petition over 
school patrol 

MORE than 250 parents 
have signed a petition for a 
crossing warden outside an 
Oldbury school. 

They say Sandwell Coun¬ 
cil has put children in dan¬ 
ger as the warden was not 
replaced when he retired 
from Rounds Green Pri¬ 
mary at Christmas. 

A petition has been signed 
by 255 people and was going 
before the authority yester¬ 
day (Wednesday). 

Bosses said the crossing 
patrol was not replaced as 
there was not a high risk of 
accidents.

Fewer on 
the beat 
as police 
axe to fall 

UP to 2,500 West Midlands 
Police officers and staff are 
set to be axed in the next 
four years as the force bat¬ 
tles to save a further £120 
million. 

Chief Constable Chris 
Sims warned the cuts would 
result in fewer bobbies on 
the beat and major changes 
to the force’s neighbourhood 
policing programme. 

Some £126m has already 
been cut from the budget 
since 2010 and 3,000 people 
lost from the payroll. Over¬ 
all, this means the strength 
of the force is expected to 
fall by more than 5,000 peo¬ 
ple to just 8,500 in a decade. 

West Midlands Police 
Federation deputy chairman 
Tom Cuddeford said: “You 
need boots on the ground 
and fewer officers working 
the beat means less engage¬ 
ment with local communi¬ 
ties.” 

The force’s 2020 Blue¬ 
print, which pinpoints 36 
major changes to working 
practices, aims to make the 
best use of new technology 
to cushion the effects of aus¬ 
terity. 

Ch Con Sims said: “With 
shrinking resources we 
must rise to this challenge. 
We have got to deliver at 
least as good, if not a better, 
way of policing. 

“The public will be no less 
safe but the way we provide 
that security will be differ¬ 
ent.” 

Game ban for

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Sex offenders' whereabouts unknown 


ALMOST 40 convicted sex offend¬ 
ers in the West Midlands have gone 
missing, it has been revealed. One 
has been missing for almost 10 
years. 

Police admit they do not know the 
whereabouts of 39 registered sex of¬ 
fenders, one whom went missing in 
2006, and a further nine between 
2010 and 2012. 

After London, the West Midlands 


has the highest number number of 
missing sex offenders in England. 

West Mercia Police said six reg¬ 
istered sex offenders were missing, 
including one whose whereabouts 
had been unknown for eight years. 

Across the country, 396 sex of¬ 
fenders are wanted, including some 
who have been missing for more 
than a decade. 

Registered sex offenders - includ¬ 


ing rapists and paedophiles - are 
required to inform police and proba¬ 
tion officers of their addresses and 
are supposed to be monitored by of¬ 
ficials working under multi-agency 
public protection arrangements. 

In a statement through cam¬ 
paign group The Phoenix Post, 
Sara Payne, whose daughter Sarah 
was abducted and killed in 2000 by 
convicted paedophile Roy Whiting, 


said: “It’s completely unacceptable 
that any registered sex offenders 
have disappeared from authority 
management, putting the public at 
risk.” 

A Home Office spokesman said: 
“It is for the police to manage of¬ 
fenders in their area, but we work 
closely with forces to ensure legis¬ 
lation is effective and that officers 
have all the tools they need.” 


Blow as date set for 
supermarket closure

centre will close at the end of the month af¬ 
ter bosses said they could not ‘see a way of 
making it profitable’. 

Morrisons first announced it was axing the store, 
on The Ringway, earlier this year, claiming it was no 
longer viable.

Wife pays tribute to former footballer

A FORMER footballer who has died 
at the age of 85, was described as 
the ‘perfect husband’ in a tribute 
from his widow. 

Forward Jack Hughes scored 10 
goals in 44 games over three years 
with the Saddlers in the 1950s. 

He was remembered at Fellows 
Park his skill and dribbling abilities. 

After retiring from football he 
went to work in steel factory and 
lived with his wife Janet in Greets 
Green, West Bromwich. 

She remembered going to watch 
her husband play in Walsall, despite 


actually being a West Bromwich Al¬ 
bion supporter herself. 

Mr Hughes died on February 23 
from heart failure. He had been 
suffering with a long illness. His fu¬ 
neral service was held at West Bro¬ 
mwich Crematorium on Monday. 

Mrs Hughes said: “He was laid 
back. He wasn’t one for dashing up 
and down the held. He focused on 
accuracy, he was very good at pass¬ 
ing and heading.” 

Mr Hughes was an instant hit 
at Walsall, scoring on his debut 
against Port Vale. He scored five 


more times in that first season, 
1950/51. After leaving Walsall, he 
played in the lower leagues with 
Stourbridge, Worcester City and 
Evesham United. 

Among memories that stick out 
for Mrs Hughes was watching her 
husband play in a competition 
called the Festival of Britain, which 
was organised by the Football Asso¬ 
ciation in 1951, in which he scored. 

Mr Hughes was born in West 
Bromwich in 1929 and went to All 
Saints School in the town. His pro¬ 
gress as a footballer was interrupted 


by national service. After leaving 
the army he signed on amateur 
forms for his home town team. 

But with first team opportunities 
appearing slim, he left to join Wal¬ 
sall. 

Mr and Mrs Hughes married in 
1952 and had two children, Jane 
and Jill. Mr Hughes also leaves four 
grandchildren and two great grand¬ 
children. 

Mrs Hughes said: “He was a 
fantastic husband and a fantastic 
grandfather and great grandfather. 
He was the most reliable man.”

His co-accused 20-year-old 
Zoheb Majid, of Cheshire 
Road, Smethwick, had de¬ 
nied all three charges. 

Verdicts 

He was found not guilty 
of murder but convicted of 
manslaughter and robbery. 

Both the youth and Majid 
did not react as the verdicts 
were given by the jury fore¬ 
man. 

The trial heard Miss Ben- 
sley had been walking home 
to Roseheld Road from the 
Seven Stars in Cape Hill. 

The youth punched her, 
causing her to fall to the 
ground. He was joined sec¬ 
onds later by Majid who was 
riding a bike. The pair then 
went through her clothing 
looking for valuables to 
take. 

She was stripped of her 
money, mobile phone, ciga¬ 
rettes and jewellery as she 
lay helpless on the ground. 
The youth then stepped on 
Miss Bensley’s face leav¬ 
ing a footprint on her skin 
before the pair fled. A post

The victim’s heartbroken 
sister Dawn said: “To try 
and explain how this has af¬ 
fected us is very hard to put 
into words.” 

DCI Sam Ridding, who 
led the investigation, said: 
“It was clearly the joint in¬ 
tention of the pair to use 
violence on anyone they tar¬ 
geted. 

“Miss Bensley was trag¬ 
ically in the wrong place 
at the wrong time and was 
randomly picked out be¬ 
lieving she was a man and 
that she was wearing a gold 
bracelet.” 

The court was told follow¬ 
ing the attack, the 13-year- 
old had fled to nearby 
Victoria Park joining a 
number of people who had 
gathered there where he 
was overheard talking about 
what had happened. 

Majid was seen at the 
park later and overheard 
talking about selling a gold 
bracelet. The 13-year-old 
handed himself into police 
on September 9. Majid was 
arrested in Highgate two 
days later. 

Both will appear for sen¬ 
tencing on April 17. 


Fatal last journey for victim Glynis

SHE had enjoyed a day at the pub in 
the company of friends and was on her 
way home. 

But for Glynis Bensley it was to be 
her final journey through Smethwick. 

As she turned into Cheshire Road, 
the 47-year-old charity worker was at¬ 
tacked by a 13-year-old boy and fell to 
the ground after being punched. 

The youth, who cannot be named for 
legal reasons, was joined seconds later 
by his friend 20-year-old Zoheb Majid. 

As she lay dying on the floor the pair 
went through the helpless woman’s 
clothes, even turning her over, to take 
anything of value and leaving her lying 
with her head in the gutter. 

The youth admitted counts of rob¬ 
bery and manslaughter but denied 
murder. Majid, of Cheshire Road, 
Smethwick, denied all of the charges. 
But a jury at Wolverhampton Crown 


Court found the youth guilty of mur¬ 
der and Majid guilty of manslaughter 
and robbery. 

The child is now awaiting sentence 
from judge John Warner as one of the 
youngest to be convicted of murder in 
the West Midlands. 

Police said Miss Bensley had been in 
the ‘wrong place at the wrong time.’ 

The trial was told Miss Bensley was 
unlikely to have had any money on her 
and only had an old ‘flip phone’ worth 
less than £20. 

Miss Bensley was one of nine chil¬ 
dren who were all very close, especially 
her brother Adrian and sister Dawn, 
who she lived with at Roseheld Road. 

Mr Richard Atkins QC, prosecuting, 
told the court: “They left her dead or 
dying. They spared no thought for her. 

“It was purely her misfortune to be 
in the wrong place at the wrong time.”

Skating 

WORK on a huge ice rink for the 
Black Country could begin by the 
end of the year, say bosses. 

It has been more than a year since 
plans to create the ice rink on the 
site of the Queens Square car park 
in West Bromwich first emerged. 

But Mike Petrouis, chief exec¬ 
utive of Planet Ice, says the plans 
are still very much alive. He said 
the company would lodge the plans

with Sandwell Council once it had 
arranged for the multi-storey car 
park to be demolished. 

The original plan was for the 
demolition of the car park to start 
last spring, with the development of 
the ice rink to begin in the autumn 
and the building to be open by the 
end of 2015. 

Mr Petrouis said: “The car park 
needs bulldozing and that is all we 


are waiting for. The onus is on us to 
get it done. 

“The scheme is still on as far as 
we’re concerned and there is no 
reason to think the council aren’t 
encouraging it.” 

Mr Petroius said he expected the 
delay over the demolition of the car 
park to be resolved in the next two 
months. Then if the plans are ap¬ 
proved by councillors, he said work 


would start by the end of the year. 
It was likely to be towards the end 
of 2016 before the 1,500 seater ice 
rink is open to the public, he added. 

The plan to create the ice rink is 
expected to created at least 100 jobs. 

Council leader Darren Cooper 
previously said the development 
would be ‘another piece in the jig¬ 
saw’ for West Bromwich town cen¬ 
tre. 


Market could return 
after four year absence 


DARLASTON Market could return for three 
days a week and be run by operators of the 
Bescot Sunday market. 

It is claimed the move will ‘breathe new life’ into 
the town. The market was axed four years ago be¬ 
cause of cost-cutting measures by Walsall Council 
following a fall in the number of traders. 


But, under fresh pro¬ 
posals, a new-look outdoor 
market on Mondays, Tues¬ 
days and Thursdays will be 
relaunched for at least two 
years by Bescot Promotions. 

It is hoped up to 50 stalls 
will operate in King Street 
and could open in May, sub¬ 
ject to approval from the 
cabinet at a meeting yester¬ 
day (Wednesday). 

The plan is for the council 
to agree a two-year licence 
with the option to extend for 
a further 12 months. 

Weekly 

A nominal fee will be paid 
for the first year and re¬ 
viewed on an annual basis. 

Steve Evans, of Bescot 
Promotions, which runs the 
weekly pitch outside the 
Banks’s Stadium, said they 
were keen to operate the 
market. 

He said: “We know the 
area, it is something that 
Darlaston Town Centre 
Partnership want. It will be 
a general market, I think it 
will go well.” 

The council’s regenera¬ 
tion chief, councillor Mo¬ 
hammad Nazir, said: “There 
have been calls for the mar-

ket to return to the town 
since it stopped trading in 
2011. 

“The market has a 40- 
year history and its return 
will be a huge boost to trad¬ 
ers and the town as a whole. 

“As a local authority 
which is investing heavily 
in regenerating our dis¬ 
trict centres we will do 
everything possible to re-es¬ 
tablish it and make it a suc¬ 
cess.” 

Stuart Chapman, chair¬ 
man of Darlaston Town 
Centre Partnership said:

Call over parking problems

RESIDENTS have voiced safety fears, 
claiming problem parkers are clogging up a 
street in West Bromwich. 

Residents in Gladstone Street, Hateley 
Heath, say they can barely park outside 
their own homes at peak times. 

Up to 30 cars can be parked in the road 
with some residents claiming it could make 
it difficult for emergency vehicles to access. 

They said peak times were often at week¬ 
ends when people are visiting the nearby 
Spacehoppas Playzone children’s centre. 

Grandmother-of-nine Janet Bradley, 
aged 63, is campaigning for action alongside 
fellow resident 66-year-old Vera Tonks. 

“It is not very good at all,” Mrs Bradley. 
“I have to say to my family that they can’t 
come down here some days as they can’t 
park. 

“We have got abuse from people parking 
up sometimes. We can’t have off road park¬ 
ing as we live on a bank.” 

Councillors said they have already offered 
to instigate a parking permit scheme in a 


bid to end the problem. But ward councillor 
Paul Sandars said the scheme failed to win 
the support of the majority of residents. 

“We have been out to speak to residents. 
We delivered questionnaires over three 
weeks and got views,” Councillor Sandars 
said. 

“If there is consensus from the residents 
then we can get something done.” 

Mrs Bradley added: “Not everyone 
wanted that parking permits scheme, they 
would not pay for it. I would have paid for it 
and so would Vera. But we still want some¬ 
thing done about it.” 

Kimberley Holden, general manager at 
the Spacehoppas Playzone, said: “We have 
given residents cones to put outside their 
houses and asked users not to park there. 

“And we have employed a parking atten¬ 
dant on weekends and have signs telling 
users to be mindful where they park.” 

She added some residents had been rude 
to staff and the parking attendant.

If the proposal is ap¬ 
proved, the council could 
foot the bill for each digital 
autopsy carried out at the 
request of the Black Coun¬ 
try Coroner. 

Currently, digital autop¬ 
sies are only carried out at 
the request of the family of 
the deceased, who then pay 
the bill, but if the proposal is 
passed the authority would 
pay for digital autopsies 
the same way funds tra¬ 
ditional ones. The cost of 
each autopsy works out at 
around £500 including VAT 
whereas the average cost of 
a traditional post mortem is 
close to £1,000. 

Leader of Sandwell 
Council Councillor Darren 
Cooper said the proposal 
will avoid what he called a 
‘two-tier system’. 

He said: “With things 
like this it is always the 
coroner’s call, as he is the 
professional, he makes the 
call as to what the best pro¬ 
cedure is.” 

The digital autopsy suite 
offers a less invasive way 
to carry out post mortems, 
using a CT scanner which 
means the coroner is not 
required to carry out a full 
autopsy. 

Since the digital autopsy 
suite was installed at the 
crematorium in October, 20 
digital autopsies have been 
carried out by Black Coun¬ 
try Coroner Zafar Siddique. 

Of those, two required a 
further traditional autopsy.

THREE teenagers have now 
been arrested and bailed by the 
Metropolitan Police, after being 
detained in Turkey on suspicion 
of plotting terrorist acts in Syria.

SHOULD he stay or should he 
go? The great Jeremy Clarkson 
debate seems to divide public 
opinion like few other matters at 
the moment. 

A million people have so far 
signed an online petition calling 
for the former Chronicle motor¬ 
ing writer to be reinstated as the 
Top Gear frontman. 

Meanwhile a YouGov poll of 
780 UK adults said that 45 per 
cent believe the purveyor of 
tweed and faded denim should 
be sacked over what has been 
quaintly described as a ‘fracas’. 

What I can’t understand is how 
any of these people feel they are 
in a position to pass judgement. 
Whether or not Clarkson keeps 
his job must surely be down to 
what happened at the hotel on 
the night in question, and noth¬ 
ing else taken into considera¬ 
tion. How many of the 45 per 
cent calling for Clarkson to be 
sacked, or for that matter the 
million people who think he’s 
Jack the Lad, have any idea of 
the events that took place? 

If Clarkson really did punch a 
producer in the face, then he’s 
obviously on very thin ice in¬ 
deed. Nobody, wherever they 
work, should be allowed to as¬ 
sault a colleague in that way, and 
it would be hard to see how he 
could keep his position. 

However, if he didn’t punch 
anybody, then he should be al¬ 
lowed to get on with his job. It is 
a matter about discipline in the 
workplace, not an ideological 
battle between white van men 
and Guardian readers. 

If 45 per cent of the popula¬ 
tion think Clarkson is a loud¬ 
mouthed, opinionated oaf, that 
is fair enough. He probably 
wouldn’t argue with them. But it 
is not their place to decide what 
we can and can’t watch on tel¬ 
evision. 

Top Gear is one of the BBC’s 
most commercially successful 
programmes, bringing in millions 
of pounds for the corporation, 
much of which will be spent on 
the sort of worthy programmes 
the Clarkson-bashers love. 

Look, I don’t like Strictly Come 
Dancing very much, but if peo¬ 
ple want to watch it, that is up 
to them. I won’t be starting a 
petition for Len Goodman to be 
sacked. 

One aspect to the Clarkson 
row which seem to have slipped 
by unnoticed. The BBC report¬ 
edly paid nearly £6,000 to stay 
at the Simonstone Hall Hotel. 
The venue no doubt also derived 
considerable kudos from having 
some of the biggest stars on 
television staying there. Would 
it really have been too much for 
someone to have worked a few 
hours overtime so the Top Gear 
team could have had a cooked 
meal when they returned from a 
long day filming?

Master of origami, Mick 
Guy, is celebrating 50 
years practising the art. He 
spoke to ADAM BURLING 

HE helped spread the origami 
craze across the country - and 
has even appeared in one of 
the most famous science fic¬ 
tion films of all time. 

And now Mick Guy, of Bearwood, 
is celebrating 50 years of creating 
intricate figures simply by folding 
pieces of paper. 

He set up the British Origami Society 
aged 20 after being inspired by magician 
Robert Harbin. And his hand can be seen 
in science fiction classic Blade Runner 
holding the shape of a chicken he folded 
out of paper. 

When he started out, no-one had even 
heard of origami and there were no clubs 
in England for the pastime. But Mick, 
aged 68, has encouraged thousands of 
people over the years to develop their 
skills. 

Hexagons 

He spends hours each week coming up 
with new designs and looking for inspi¬ 
ration. 

His creations can range from a butter¬ 
fly which takes less than 50 seconds, to a 
series of hexagons and stars that he will 
spend days slaving over. 

The grandfather-of-five says good ori¬ 
gami can look Tike magic’ and he gets 
the most pleasure from seeing children’s 
faces transfixed as he produces the 
shapes. In 1982, he found himself fold¬ 
ing a two-inch chicken with legendary 
director Ridley Scott pointing a camera 
at him. The makers of Blade Runner had 
contacted the origami society looking for 
someone to do the job - and after an in¬ 
terview Mick was chosen. 

He said: “It is probably the most pres¬ 


sure I have ever been under in my life. 
The footage of me actually doing the 
folding ended up on the cutting room 
floor and was never used, but the ac¬ 
tual chicken is there and you can see 
my hand. It’s a claim to fame.” 

Mick started taking origami seriously 
when he bought a book by magician 
Robert Harbin, who had a TV show in 
the 1960s. 

He spent four weeks’ pocket money 


on it and followed every instruction in 
there. 

At the back of the book were details 
of enthusiasts in America, so Mick 
contacted them and within weeks has 
begun to form the British Origami So¬ 
ciety. 

It has now been going for 48 years 
and still meets every month in Bourn- 
ville, Birmingham. 

Mick was secretary for 17 years and 


is currently vice president. And he says 
he is proud that he has helped etch ori¬ 
gami into the public consciousness. The 
retired mechanical engineer, of Abbey 
Road, said: “Back then, if I stopped 
someone in the street and asked them 
what origami was, they wouldn’t have 
had a clue, but now most people have at 
least heard of it. 

“There is always something new to 
create and new designs to come up with. 

“You would think that you would run 
out but you never will. 

“My joy is making things as simple as 
possible and if I can entertain people, 
say by making a model that has an ac¬ 
tion, then that’s the best. 

“I love origami that is simple but ef¬ 
fective.” 

Baffled 

He is proudest of a piece that he calls 
‘You’re a Star’, which is a series of mul¬ 
ti-coloured stars and leaves many baffled 
as to how he managed to put it together 
without cutting out any shapes. 

He said: “I started to put it together 
and realised there was star coming out, 
and it developed from there. 

“That one took a lot of effort but it has 
really given me pleasure.” 

Though he is also kept busy as a 
member of the community trust run¬ 
ning Warley Woods just yards from his 
homes, he says origami will always be a 
major part of his life. 

And he would encourage anyone inter¬ 
ested in origami to give it a try - though 
he admits you need a certain amount of 
skill to start with. 

“You need to have dexterity, because 
there are some people that can’t fold a 
piece of paper in a straight line, so they 
would struggle,” he said. 

“I couldn’t draw an elephant but I can 
make one out of paper. 

“Something like a butterfly is a simple 
model that can be done in seconds and 
it’s a bit like magic that you can start 
with something so basic and end up with 
such a range of models.”

Chair tells story of actress

IT’S a chair, but not as we know it. 
This work of art gives a glimpse into 
the life of one of the Black Country’s 
most famous exports. 

It tells the story of West Bromwich 
actress Madeleine Carroll, who went 
on to become the highest paid actress 
in Hollywood. And it is now in place at 
West Bromwich Central Library. 

It was created by West Brom¬ 
wich-born artist Hannah Graham. 

“Hannah came to us and we thought 
the idea was fantastic,” said Jackie 
Hawkins, senior supervisor at the li¬ 
brary. “Madeleine Carroll was such 
an interesting figure and one of West 
Bromwich’s most important exports. 

“She was born on Herbert Street 
in 1906 and went on to star in some 
of the biggest Hollywood films of that 


era, like The 39 Steps and On The Av¬ 
enue. 

“After that, she went on to join the 
Red Cross during the Second World 
War.” 

The chair, which is unique, features 
headphones and a screen which tell 
the story of Madeleine Carroll’s life. 
It was funded by the Arts Council 
and production house Black Country 
Touring. 

The chair was officially opened by 
the Mayor of Sandwell last Monday 
( 2 ). 

Mrs Hawkins said it has so far 
proved a popular attraction. 

“Visitors love it, we have even had 
pupils from the local Ryder’s Green 
Primary School come in and they 
thought it was fantastic,” she said. 


The chair is a permanent installa¬ 
tion and will remain at the library. 

Creator Hannah Graham, who is 
originally from West Bromwich and 
now lives in Edgbaston, said she ap¬ 
proached Black Country Touring, who 
are based at the library, in January 
with the idea. 

“The chair took around eight weeks 
to build in total, from figuring out how 
the iPod in the arm would work to re¬ 
cording the story,” Miss Graham said. 
“Originally we wanted speakers but 
then we realised that would not work 
in a library. 

“I used to work at the Public gallery, 
and although we had a monument to 
Madeleine Carroll I thought there 
needed to be more, as she was such a 
selfless, fascinating woman.

New powers 
sought In 
stray horses 
crackdown 


COUNCILLORS are seeking a crackdown on 
stray horses in Tipton. They are using new 
anti-social behaviour laws to tackle stray 
horses grazing on land. 

It comes after bailiffs were called to remove three 
horses found grazing on land at Weddell Wynd. 

They were contacted after councillors and residents re¬ 


ported five animals on land 
at nearby Coneygre Park. 

When they arrived on 
Monday the horses had al¬ 
ready been removed by their 
owners, councillors say. 

But they discovered the 
three other animals and re¬ 
moved them amid fears for 
residents’ and motorists’ 
safety. 

Councillors are now look¬ 
ing to enforce new powers 
that could see people fined 
for having animals grazing 
on public land. 

Councillor Joanne Had¬ 
ley, who represents Great 
Bridge, says the council 
is looking implement new 
rules introduced by the gov¬ 
ernment. 

Under new anti-social be¬ 
haviour legislation brought 
in last year, officials can 
now make public spaces pro¬ 
tection orders. These enable 
authorities to ban anti-so-

cial behaviour in problem 
hotspots. 

Bans could be introduced 
that would mean horse own¬ 
ers being given fixed penalty 
notices of up to £2,500 for 
having animals on land. 

Sandwell Council has 
been considering imple¬ 
menting the new laws and 
Councillor Hadley says it 
would bring more powers to 
tackle the problem. 

“It is totally irresponsible 
to have these horses on the 
land,” she said. “I fear there 
would be a serious accident 
if they get into the road.

Allowances freeze 
‘will save £31,000’ 



Sandwell Borough Council leader Councillor Darren Coo¬ 
per who has backed the decision to freeze allowances 

FREEZING councillors’ allowances will save a Black 
Country council £31,000, its leader has stated. 

Sandwell Council rejected a proposed two per cent rise 
saying they wanted to stand by residents in the face of mas¬ 
sive cuts in funding from the Government. 

The move came despite the council needing to slash £63 
million from its budgets by 2017. 

Council leader Darren Cooper said: “Nationally there 
was a 2.2 per cent ‘cost of living’ increase for local gov¬ 
ernment employees that came in on January 1. Sandwell’s 
councillors voted unanimously not to accept this rise, which 
will save the council around £31,000 a year. 

“This isn’t a reflection on the hard work councillors do 
for their residents. 

“But I don’t feel it would be acceptable for members to 
take a pay rise when we are dealing with government cuts 
and having to make further savings.” 

The council has also agreed to freeze council tax for a 
fifth year.

£300 costs. 

Judge Peter Barrie told 
him: “Any passer-by who 
came upon this late night 
alcohol-fuelled disorder 
outside a pub would have 
seen you completely out of 
control. 

“But I accept that you 
did not start the violence 
and saw your brother being 
physically attacked.”

Spaghetti Junction work 
is hit by lengthy delay 


MOTORISTS are facing a year of 
misery after it was revealed work 
to repair Birmingham’s Spaghetti 
Junction is likely to take twice as 
long as expected. 

Work had been due to finish in Sep¬ 
tember but it has now been announced 
it could be next spring before it is com¬ 
pleted. 

The Highways Agency is replacing wa¬ 
terproofing at the notorious interchange, 
Junction 6 of the M6, which is more than 40 
years old and carries the weight of 200,000 
vehicles every day. 

Engineers have found damage around 
loadbearing supports and experts say its lo¬ 
cation has made repairs more difficult than 
first thought. 

The Highways Agency said ‘every effort’ 
would be made to minimise disruption. 

Project manager Jess Kenny said: “We 
expected to carry out concrete repairs as 
part of this work. 

“But we were also aware that we wouldn’t 
know the full extent of what needed doing 
until we began the work and were able to 
remove areas of the road surface. 

Extensive 

“Unfortunately, we’ve now discovered 
that the location of the damage is such that 
the repairs will be more extensive and take 
longer than at first thought, so the work 
won’t be completed until next year.” 

Around 2.5 per cent of the concrete that 
forms Spaghetti Junction is being repaired. 
Experts say the work must be carried out in 
small sections for it to be safe. 

They added the concrete will need time to 
set once its put in place. 

Ms Kenny said: “We’d love to be able to 
pull up all the surfacing and complete this 
work in one go but that would seriously 
weaken the integrity of the bridge deck and 
cause a real threat that the structural sta¬ 
bility of the bridge will be compromised. 

“We need several small phases of work - 
but this will also extend the time we need 
to work on Spaghetti Junction.”

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Problem parking is 
driving call for ban

Boost for family housing 


COUNCIL bosses plan to ban 
parking in a Cradley street 
following complaints of in¬ 
considerate motorists clog¬ 
ging up the road. 

The problem parkers have been 
plaguing Netherend Lane for 
years, leaving their cars on the 
pavement and verges. 

Officials also fear the cars block the 
view of oncoming traffic for motorists 
coming out of side roads 

Campaigners have called for drastic 
action. Now Dudley Council is propos¬ 
ing to ban parking on the pavement in 
the road between Apperley Way and 
Mogul Lane. A consultation has been 
launched with a decision due in the 
coming weeks. 

It is claimed many of the vehicles 
parked on pavements are from a car 
valeting and repairs centre - which the 
boss of the firm denies. 

Dangerous 

Martin Oakey, aged 58, of Nether¬ 
end Lane said: “The cars are there 
from 8am until 6pm. Sometimes they 
are double parked. Sometimes you 
cannot get out of the drive.” 

Ward councillor Richard Body, said: 
“It is extremely dangerous to have 
these cars just parking up like this be¬ 
cause you just cannot see the traffic.” 

Tajamal Akhter, 33, owner of the 
car wash and repairs centre, which 
has been at the site for eight years, 
has now rented five or six spaces from 
the Netherend Neighbourhood Centre. 

But he said: “I have got five employ¬ 
ees so if they bring in the double yel¬ 
low lines it will effect the business and 
they will end up losing their jobs. 

He added: “Four or five of the cars 
belong to the residents. Sometimes 
customers park in awkward places but 
as soon as we have the keys we move 
them.” 


ALMOST 200 new homes are being 
created for families at a multi-million 
pound estate in West Bromwich. 

Officials say the new Golden Park 
estate in Greets Green is crucial in 
boosting the number of affordable 
homes for sale and rent for families 
across Sandwell. 

Sandwell Council leader Darren 
Cooper said there would be 48 afforda¬ 
ble homes at Golden Park and 149 
others. He added the scheme was also 
vital for creating apprenticeships and 


jobs for local people. “This is another 
excellent partnership development 
to give people the high-quality, ener¬ 
gy-efficient homes they need,” he said. 

The housing estate has been devised 
between the council, Homes and Com¬ 
munities Agency, Kier Partnership 
Homes and Matrix Housing Partner¬ 
ship. 

Two open spaces are also being 
created to include a new car park for 
Greets Green children’s centre and 
link with Greets Green Park.

Counterfeit 
Nintendo 
games sold 
on market 


THOUSANDS of fake Nintendo games worth 
almost £113,000 were found being sold from 
a stall in a Black Country market, a judge 
heard. 

The haul was discovered when Trading Standards 
officers swooped in West Bromwich High Street dur¬ 
ing a joint operation with police to crack down on 


counterfeiting. 

Mr Mark Jackson, prose¬ 
cuting, told Wolverhampton 
Crown Court that investiga¬ 
tors spotted sets of Dr Dre 
headphones on offer at £10 
each. “That led to imme¬ 
diate suspicion that these 
were counterfeit,” he said. 

Storage 

Naeem Bhatti, aged 38, 
also gave a false name and 
address after the investiga¬ 
tors spotted that R4 cards 
for the Nintendo DS console 
were also on sale. 

“These allowed the stor¬ 
age of numerous counter¬ 
feit games on one card,” Mr 
Jackson added. 

Those seized had a total 
of 3,766 fake games on 
them representing a po¬ 
tential loss to the legiti¬ 
mate Trademark holder of 
£112,980. Police found more 
fake headphones when they 
searched the father-of-two’s

car. Bhatti gave his correct 
details when taken away for 
questioning and admitted 
having an interest in a stall 
at another market. 

Mr Harpreet Sandhu, 
defending, said: “This is a 
normally hard working man 
who, for a short period of 
time, behaved out of char¬ 
acter.” 

The fake goods were 
found in December 2012 
and the defendant had been 
awaiting for the outcome 
since, his lawyer added.

Drained canal reopens in 
time for Easter boaters 


AN historic canal in the heart of 
Birmingham’s bustling city centre 
has been reopened after emergency 
repairs were carried out on a serious 
leak. 

Water had been flooding out of the 
Gas Street Basin, off Broad Street, 
into a disused railway tunnel below 
the canal. A 656ft stretch of the 
Worcester and Birmingham Canal, 
which had been closed between the 
basin and the Mailbox, was reopened 
last Thursday. 

Officials said they wanted to re¬ 
open the basin for pleasure cruises 
and visitors over Easter. The water¬ 
way had closed four weeks ago. 

Lawrence Tall, senior project 
manager at the Canal and River 


Trust, said: “There was more work 
required than we first anticipated 
but, despite this, I’m delighted that 
we’ve managed to reopen the canal 
ahead of schedule to allow boaters to 
cruise along the canals in Birming¬ 
ham this Easter. 

“The work was slightly more com¬ 
plex than we first imagined. We did 
a first round of repairs that did not 
quite take, so we had to go back to 
the drawing board a little bit.” 

Boats moored on the canal were 
moved along the waterway before 
thousands of gallons of water was 
drained. Hundreds of fish were res¬ 
cued when it was cleared by engi¬ 
neers after they discovered the hole 
in the canal bed last month.

Police cleared over 
serious head injury 

AN investigation has cleared police officers of any 
wrongdoing after a man suffered a serious head injury 
while being restrained. 

Officers were called to an address in Hockley, Birming¬ 
ham, following reports of a domestic incident. After being 
restrained, the 59-year-old man lost consciousness and 
was taken to Queen Elizabeth Hospital, subsequently 
receiving ongoing medical treatment for his head injury. 

The incident, in June 2013, was referred to the Inde¬ 
pendent Police Complaints Commission. 

An statement said: “The investigation found that, on 
the balance of probabilities, the actions taken by the po¬ 
lice officers in their initial interaction with the man and 
the use of restraint was proportionate and necessary. 

“The investigation found no evidence against either 
of the officers in relation to the injuries the man sus¬ 
tained and therefore no case to answer for misconduct 
was found against any of the officers involved.”

Fuller had then gone to his car and produced a knife from 
the vehicle. 

“He then made gestures with it,” she said. Miss Collins 
said Fuller handed the weapon to one of two unknown men. 

“After handing the knife over he then armed himself 
with a wheel brace and the attack began,” she said. 

Three men were stabbed during the disorder but Miss 
Collins said it was not known who had used the knife. 

Fuller will be sentenced for the violent disorder charge 
on April 17.

Dreams come true as town 
factory bolsters beds firm

AN Oldbury beds store factory 
has helped put a national re¬ 
tailer back in profit for 2014. 

Beds retailer Dreams, which has 
its factory in premises at the Gra¬ 
nada Trading Estate in the town, 
introduced a turnaround strategy 
after a buyout which saved 170 jobs. 

Dreams reported earnings before tax 
of £6.9 milli on for the 12 months to De¬ 
cember 24 following a £3.6m loss in the 
previous year. 

Chief executive Mike Logue said the 
improvement was driven in part by effi¬ 
ciencies made in factories, including the 
Oldbury site, and growing online sales. 

Turnover was up 0.8 per cent to 
£2 01.6m driven by a strong second half of 
the year and Mr Logue said he was very 
pleased with trading this year. “There is 
still some way to go, but it is a solid first 
year of a three-year recovery plan that is 
ahead of plan in terms of profitability,” 

Dreams, which has stores in Brierley 
Hill, Oldbury, Wednesbury and Wolver¬ 
hampton, has refreshed half of its estate. 

Its owner Sun European invested £6m 
last year into areas of the business in¬ 
cluding IT, new vehicles and store refur- 
bishments. 

Mr Logue said there would be a similar 
level of investment this year, predomi¬ 
nantly on refurbishing the remaining 
stores and opening 10 to 15 new shops.

Cheers - raise a glass 
to brewery centenary 


THE brewing industry has 
changed dramatically over 
the last 100 years - but one 
of the Black Country’s best 
known firms remains as pop¬ 
ular as ever. 

Holden’s is celebrating its centenary 
year, and from humble beginnings the 
family-run business is now expanding 
as drinkers return to real ale. 

Although the equipment at its site 
has become more modern, bosses are 
keeping traditions alive despite seeing 
production soar. The essence of the 
brewing process remains the same as 
it has for decades, though the scale has 
increased. 

One of just 33 family-owned inde¬ 
pendent breweries in Britain with 20 
pubs across the Black Country, Hold¬ 
en’s expansion will see its base at the 
Park Inn, Sedgley Road, Woodsetton, 
extended and its ale production in¬ 
creased from 50,000 pints a week to 
75,000. 

A new tank room will be completed, 
increasing capacity by 50 per cent. 
New micro breweries such as the

Backyard Brewhouse in Brownhills 
are building up a reputation but the 
Holden family say few can match their 
history and pedigree. 

The extension has been built at the 
rear of the site, in George Street, and 
will see extra fermentation tanks in¬ 
stalled. 

Director Abi Kemp, whose 
great-grandmother Lucy was a driving 
force behind establishing the brewery 
in 1915, said: “It is a really exciting 
year for us and it’s lovely that we still 
have family members running the 
business. 

“We are moving forward but we 
are a family business with a lot of 
history. We want to celebrate the last 
100 years and give people the chance 
to learn about how the company has 
developed.” 

As part of the latest revamp, the 
old warehouses at The Park Inn were 
taken down and rebuilt, a new two sto¬ 
rey office block was constructed on the 


site of the old off licence, and 18 new 
tanks installed. A test kitchen, bottle 
store and office suite are also part of 
the three-storey development. 

Managing director Jonothan Holden 
said: “There has been a resurgence in 
the popularity of ales in recent time 
and this has been a massive benefit to 
us. This expansion is necessary for us 
to build on the business.” 

The brewery has a popular line of its 
own bottled beer now, but bosses say 
they want to keep focusing on draught 
in pubs to keep the industry going. 

The Park Inn is steeped in history, 
with photographs of the Holden fam¬ 
ily, their workers and changes to the 
brewery displayed through the pub. 

The brewery is hosting an open day 
on July 18 and 19 with guided tours 
and a mini beer festival. 

Among other plans to mark the 
centenary is an ale around each of the 
company’s 20 pubs. Those who com¬ 
plete the tour can then swap their 
completed card for Holden’s centenary 
memorabilia. And a new brew is being 
created in honour of former West Bro¬ 
mwich Albion hero Tony Brown, called 
Bomber Brown.

A BLOGGER who has been 
highly critical of Sandwell 
Council and its leader has 
had a Twitter account sus¬ 
pended because of alleged 
‘harassment’. 

Julian Saunders, whose wife Linda 
used to manage the West Bromwich 
arts centre The Public, has been writ¬ 
ing blogs and sending tweets criticis¬ 
ing the council and questioning some 
of its decisions. 

Council leader Darren Cooper has 
complained to the social network that 


he was being ‘harassed’ for 18 months. 

Some of his allegations have been 
passed to police. Now Mr Saunders’ 
Twitter account, @bcrover, has been 
suspended. 

It comes a few weeks after Council¬ 
lor Cooper’s own Twitter account, @ 
sandwellleader, was suspended for sev¬ 
eral hours following complaints from 
other users before being reinstated. 

In a report sent to Twitter Coun¬ 
cillor Cooper said: “As a politician, I 
do expect to come up against political 
opponents and criticism on Twitter. 
However, this continued harassment 
is causing distress and difficulties for 


me, my staff and other members of the 
council.” 

He claims Mr Saunders, of Kings 
Norton, Birmingham, has made ‘un¬ 
true and libellous allegations of cor¬ 
ruption, criminal activity fraud and 
lying aimed at me, the council, council 
staff and other councillors’ and that 
he has shared ‘private information in¬ 
cluding sharing a councillor’s grand¬ 
children’s names (under age of 18), the 
addresses of his relatives and photos 
of his home and his relatives’ homes, 
sharing photos from the personal 
Facebook account of one councillor 
and continuously calling her a ‘liar’.”

Clegg makes a decision 
in the Mick of time 


R umours, back-stabbing, double- 
dealings and u-turns - such 
things are about to dominate 
the headlines as a general election is 
looming large on the horizon. 

While most of the media world 
seems to have got caught up in the 
will-he-won’t-he tales involving David 
Cameron and the televised leadership 
debate he seems to be reluctant to 
participate in, Channel 4 has quietly 
been putting together Coalition, a 
drama about, you guessed it, the 
coalition. 

The station is no stranger to political 
dramas, having already backed such 
acclaimed shows as Mo, Complicit 
and The Deal. Sadly, it was also 
behind UKIP:The First 100 Days, the 
fictionalised documentary which 
received a bashing from critics and 
audiences alike when it was 
broadcast last month. 

However, Coalition promises to be 
rather more impressive. 

It’s been written by James Graham, 
who is sticking with politics for his 
next project - the stage play The 
Vote, which will form part of the 
Donmar Warehouse’s spring season; 


More4 will also broadcast the 
production live on the night of the 
election itself. 

Coalition focuses on the rise of Nick 
Clegg. In 2010, he was the leader of 
the Liberal Democrats, and barely 
anybody gave him a second thought - 
he certainly wasn’t regarded as a 
possibly major player. 

However, taking part in the UK’s 
first-ever televised leaders’ debate 
changed all that. Suddenly, thanks to 
an impassioned speech, he became 
an unlikely hero, someone who gave 
rivals David Cameron and Gordon 
Brown a wake-up call - or at least a 
kick up the backside. 

“I believe the way things are is not 
the way things have to be,” he 
famously stated. “We have a chance 
to do things differently for once.” 

Then, after the election, he was 
given the opportunity to form a 
coalition - and, as this drama reveals, 
Clegg’s moves at that time became 
one of the most influential and 
significant political decision of recent 
years. 

“In May 2010, British politics was 
faced with a dilemma it hadn’t had to 


face in peacetime for over 75 years,” 
says Graham. ‘The public were asked 
‘who should govern’, and they came 
back with the answer - ‘we don’t 
know’. Those historic, dramatic few 
days put personalities at the heart of 
politics - and the choices made, I 
believe, changed the face of British 
politics forever. 

“What we try to capture in this 
drama is the tension, the high stakes, 
and the frequent farcical and absurd 
nature of what happens when a power 
is wrangled, negotiated and fought 
over like children trading cards in the 
playground.” 

Clegg is played here by Bertie 
Carvel, who is in the midst of a big 
year career-wise - as well as 
Coalition, he is set to appear in the 
BBC’s eagerly awaited adaptation of 
Jonathan Strange & Mr Norrell. 

Ian Grieve plays outgoing Prime 
Minister Gordon Brown, a role he’s 
accustomed to after starring on stage 
in The Confessions of Gordon Brown, 
while Mark Dexter plays David 
Cameron. 

Look out too for Mark Gatiss, who’s 
on fine form as Peter Mandelson.

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Invincible car a fine choice

Porsche’s range of GTS models 
are turning out to be the aces 
in the pack; now there’s a Cay¬ 
enne version to join the line up. 

The Cayenne has only just been 
updated, gaining internal and exter¬ 
nal tweaks, but in GTS form, it gets its 
own set of upgrades: there’s a unique 
exterior styling package, which in¬ 
cludes a body-coloured styling kit, 
larger matte-finished alloy wheels and 
GTS badging. 

Mechanically, the GTS gets a new tur¬ 
bocharged V6 engine to replace the old 
naturally aspirated V8, a sports exhaust 
system, unique suspension tune and some 
tasty interior kit including Alcantara trim 
and sports seats. 

Where once the Cayenne was some¬ 
thing of an acquired taste, it’s hard not to 
find the latest model’s design pleasing to 



the eye. It certainly looks its sharpest in 
GTS form; the body-coloured lower sec¬ 
tion gives it better stance and hides its bulk 
well. 

Its image is all the better for the GTS 
makeover too, although even now it’s not 
a car for the shy, retiring type. When you’re 
behind the wheel, it’s hard not to feel like a 
success, which is precisely why it’s such a 
popular choice. 

Best 

The GTS makes no compromises over 
the standard car in respect of space for 
passengers or luggage, so you can expect 
plenty of both. In fact the Cayenne offers 
one of the best cabins in the business; the 
seats are superbly supportive and com¬ 
fortable with a huge range of adjustment, 
there’s plenty of space front and rear and 
the boot can carry a stack of suitcases 
happily. Although it’s unlikely to ever ven¬ 
ture off-road, it’s more than capable of 
getting you out of a sticky situation, even 
though the GTS isn’t the best version for 
such adventures. 

The biggest change for this latest GTS is 
the switch to turbocharged power, an inev¬ 
itable result of the quest for improved emis¬ 
sions and economy. On the one hand, you 
do lose a little of the character of the old 
V8 engine, but in truth the V6 still sounds 
good, offers more power and torque and 
better fuel consumption. 

Like pretty much every Porsche these 
days, all the mechanical elements blend 
together beautifully to create a car that just 
feels right when you’re behind the wheel. 
The engine is powerful and flexible, the 
gearbox smooth but rapid-shifting when 
required and it handles with incredible

verve and precision for a car of this size. 
On a frozen test track in northern Sweden, 
the GTS drifted and danced its way along 
the treacherous surface with zero fuss. Yet 
it’s still superbly comfortable when driven 
normally and can tackle long distances 
with ease. 

The Cayenne GTS isn’t a cheap car of 
course, but compared to the Cayenne S, 
on which it is based, you get a lot more 
for your extra cash. The more powerful 
engine, uprated brakes and suspension, 
smart bodykit and bigger alloy wheels 
are all worthwhile upgrades, while inside 


there’s lots of Alcantara and those lovely 
sports seats all as standard. 

Who would buy it? Many buyers of the 
Cayenne are Porsche fans who find that 
the firm’s smaller cars no longer fit in with 
their lifestyle, so the Cayenne is a genu¬ 
ine jack of all trades; families will love it, 
couples will love the fact that it is comfort¬ 
able but also capable of towing, and even 
if you’re stuck in the city, the high driving 
position and presence takes the strain out 
of stop-start traffic. The short answer then 
is anyone who can afford it.

Iconic van 
still being 
produced 
65 years on

Some retire at the age of 65 - but this one 
is just getting started! Production of the first 
Volkswagen Transporter began 65 years ago 
and the ‘Bulli’ is still going strong today. 

The first models were built in Wolfsburg before pro¬ 
duction started at a new facility in Hanover in 1956. 
This date also marks the beginning of a unique au¬ 
tomotive love story: today, the entire model series 
has attained cult status. Whether hippy or tradesman 
- everyone is driving Transporter. 

It all began in 1947 with a pencil sketch: the Dutch car im¬ 
porter Ben Pon saw a simple flat-bed vehicle at the Volkswa¬ 
gen plant and, taking it as a basic idea, he sketched the 
outlines of a Transporter with Beetle DNA in his notebook. 

Two years later, Volkswagen plant manager, Heinrich Nor- 
dhoff, presented four prototypes: two panel vans, a kombi 
and a small bus. Nordhoff promised that the Transporter 
would be as uncompromising and robust as the Beetle: 
“These vehicles won’t be handled with kid gloves, rather 
they will be treated roughly.” 

Designers used the engine and axles of the Beetle. In¬ 
stead of a central tubular frame of the popular family car, 
the bus had a unitized body that was mounted on a lad¬ 
der frame. The 1.1-litre engine produced 18 kW (24.5PS) at 
3300 rpm. 

The bus could transport up to eight people and the two 
rear seat rows could be removed easily to free up load 
space for around 750 kg of payload. 

Alfred Haesner, head of technical development of 
Volkswagen GmbH from 1948 to 1952, said: “Accordingly, 
this type of commercial delivery vehicle can be used for all 
branches of business, for rush deliveries and freight, e.g. 
as a small bus, a special-purpose vehicle, postal vehicle, 
ambulance or mobile station.” 

Demand 

Production began on March 8, 1950, in Hall 1 of the 
Volkswagen plant in Wolfsburg, and ten vehicles were man¬ 
ufactured per day. 

By the end of 1950, 8001 Transporters had already been 
built. Demand was enormous, especially since its affordable 
price made it an attractive option to tradesmen and retail 
businesses. 

The unique vehicle quickly became an export hit as well. 
Volkswagen buses could simply transport anything and 
everything: rubble and debris, mortar and building stones, 
breakfast rolls and bees wax, cigars and newspapers. 

A Volkswagen bus with a camping box made its appear¬ 
ance in 1951 at the automobile exhibition in Berlin. The de¬ 
livery van with a rear engine suddenly held the promise of an 
entirely different type of travel. For the first time, it travelled 
over the Alps. Later, it was driven to India when hippies dis¬ 
covered the ‘Bulli’ for themselves. 

Four years after its production launch, the 100,000th 
Volkswagen Transporter came off the assembly line in Wolfs¬ 
burg in 1954. By this point, there were 30 different models of 
the vehicle. Daily production in Wolfsburg was at 80 vehicles 
but it couldn’t produce more because the plant was already 
filled to capacity with Beetle production. It became clear that 
the Transporter needed its own plant. 

Assembly 

Construction work began in early March 1955 in Han- 
nover-Stocken, and the plant was built from the ground up 
in just one year. 

In March 1956, the first “Made in Stocken” Transporters 
come off the assembly line. This was the beginning of a fu¬ 
ture symbol of the ‘economic wonder years’. Today, a to¬ 
tal of 11 million T-series vehicles spanning five generations 
have been produced worldwide. 

Dr. Eckhard Scholz, chairman of the Bbrand board of 
management of Volkswagen commercial vehicles, said: 
“The production launch of the T1 represented the beginning 
of a long success story that has lasted right up to today. In 
the past, as well as the present, there is market demand for 
extremely reliable, versatile and individual vehicles. 

“We deliver them in top quality and precisely tailored to 
every need - whether the vehicle is for trades work, a retail 
or service business, family or recreation.” 

Production of the new generation model, the T6, launch¬ 
es this year. Along with the T-series, the Hannover-Stocken 
plant also produces the Amarok pick up. 

The successful California recreational vehicle is built not 
far away in Limmer. 

Around 12,200 people are employed at the Hannover 
business site of Volkswagen Commercial Vehicles. 

The Poznan plant in Poland (5,700 employees) produces 
the Transporter and the Caddy, and another plant is being 
built in nearby, Wrzesnia for the new Crafter. 

Today, a total of around 19,500 employees work for the 
Volkswagen Commercial Vehicles brand.

Myhill stepped off the bench to replace 
Foster on Saturday after starting the FA 
Cup quarter-final loss at Villa following 
Foster’s stoppage-time howler that cost 
the Baggies the Premier League game at 
Villa Park five days earlier. 

Fletcher said: “We were hoping it 
wasn’t too bad. Ben’s been in fantastic 
form, but credit to Bo as well.

Foster is likely to miss Albion’s games 
against Manchester City, QPR, Leicester 
and Crystal Palace. 

Brunt to miss City 
clash following 
one-match ban

being suspended by the FA - but he has 
escaped a two-match ban.

He was spared a potential two-match 
suspension and a bigger fine after Albion 
cited exceptional circumstances includ¬ 
ing the pitch invasion by Villa fans . 


Tony 'has made his mark' on team 


MIDFIELD star James Morrison says Tony Pulis 
has had a similar impact to Roy Hodgson after 
stamping his mark on the Albion team. 

Morrison has revealed how the Hawthorns head 
coach, who was appointed on New Year’s Day to 
succeed the sacked Alan Irvine, has adopted a 
similar approach to current England boss Hodg¬ 
son, who led the Baggies to 11th and 10th in the 
Premier League in his season and a half in charge. 

“Tony’s made us very solid,” said Morrison. 
“It’s similar to when Roy came in. First of all he’s 
made us solid and made us more of a team. You 
can see everyone is working extra hard and there

Morrison has operated wide on the right for 
most of Pulis’s games in charge, although playing 
in the heart of midfield for the FA Cup defeat at 
Villa.

But he is enjoying his 
time under Pulis after going through his worst 
spell as a Baggies player last season. 

“I just do it,” said the 28-year-old former Mid¬ 
dlesbrough man. 

“I like to think I’m a good pro’ so I just get on 
with it. “I try to enjoy it. 

“I learned so much from last year when I 
wasn’t in a good place and it was hard, so I try to 
just enjoy my football. 

“It can be hard at times so I just enjoy it. 

“Certain things unsettled it last year but that’s 
in the past now.” 


HISTORY MAN 
PURUS WINS 



Albion 1 Stoke 0 

HISTORY tells us that when Al¬ 
bion meet Stoke at The Haw¬ 
thorns, Tony Pulis wins. 

So on Saturday, the Baggies were 
grateful to have him in their corner 
for the first time against the side with 
which he so often ground them down in 
the past. 

And victory against Albion’s perennial bogey 
side meant Pulis can now smell success in his sur¬ 
vival quest and an extension to his proud record 
of never suffering relegation. 

You won’t hear the boss admitting it, but his 
latest mission is almost complete and he can start 
planning for the future. 

His Baggies side are not safe yet. But they can 
almost look forward to another season in the Pre¬ 
mier League and one more win should complete 
the job. 

From the lowest point of their season a week 
earlier, Pulis and Co produced one of their best 
displays so far to move within touching distance 
of achieving their goal. 

Determination 

The head coach is relentless in his determina¬ 
tion to eliminate complacency at The Hawthorns, 
so he will not be counting his chickens in public or 
letting his players take their survival for granted. 
Yet after a perfectly-timed response to their mas¬ 
sive body blows at Villa, Pulis must acknowledge 
privately that only a remarkable combination of 
circumstances in the next two months will see his 
side dragged back into the relegation scrap. 

Barring a freakish turn of events, he will get 
the chance to mastermind another Premier 
League campaign on his own terms after spend¬ 
ing his first three months with the Baggies 
fighting fires and treating gaping wounds with 
sticking plasters. 

And the latest step towards securing their Pre¬ 
mier League status showed there is more to the 
Baggies’ latest boss than the blood and thunder, 
rabble-rousing stereotype so often portrayed. 

His brand of arch-pragmatism might not be to 
everyone’s taste and, once safety is secured, most 
Baggies fans will want to see an extra helping of 
panache added to their team as it moves forward 
into the full-blown Pulis era. 


Brown Ideye was the man who personified the 
Baggies’ turnaround. A broken man at Villa Park 
after his horrendous miss in the FA Cup quar¬ 
ter-final defeat, the Nigeria international picked 
himself off the canvas to score the all-important 
goal against the Potters. 

There are parts of his all-round game still 
clearly in need of polishing, but his desire to put 
himself in goalscoring positions so soon after his 
public embarrassment on the derby stage said 
much for his mental toughness. 

It paid off handsomely as his header on 19 min¬ 
utes sealed a game that Albion, in truth, should 
have won much more comfortably on an after¬ 
noon when they bossed proceedings almost from 


start to finish. They will not care that Stoke failed 
to perform to their usual standards. Albion made 
sure they cashed in on their visitors’ deficiencies. 

They will not be unduly bothered by a bizarre 
refereeing display from Michael Oliver and his 
linesmen, although had they failed to win Pulis 
and Co might well have been fuming about his 
failure to award Craig Dawson a penalty and de¬ 
bating seriously the ‘goal’ that Ideye had disal¬ 
lowed when the score was 1-0. 

The Baggies won thanks to Pulis’ eighth clean 
sheet in 12 games at the helm and at least some 
of the damage caused by their dismal displays 
at Villa Park was rectified with success against 
Stoke.
